WHO  OAM E  TO  HENDRICKS  COUNTY, INDIANA 
IN  1833, AND  07  HIS  DEOXRDANTS  TO  1933.

As  far  as  known  all  tko  Hastens  in  America  are  deoended 
from  John  Hasten,  an  Englishman,  who  o&me  from  Holland  to  New 
York,  probably  as  a  soldier  In  the  Dutoh  Service,  about  1840* 

All  the  Hastens  in  Hendricks  County  are  descendants  of  Mathias 
and  Sarah  Stanley  Hasten,  who  came  to  this  county  in  1833  from 
Stokes,  now  Fore  ythe  County,  North  Carolina*  In  studying  and 
compiling  the  history  and  genealogy  of  the  family,  and  tracing 
the  descent  of  Mathias  Hasten,  we  have  received  our  Information 
from  old  records,  and  from  local  history  of  the  early  settling 
of  New  York,  Delaware,  North  Carolina,  and  Indiana*  copies  of 
the  old  records  and  history  have  been  furnished  us  by  and  through 
the  kindness  of  Arthur  H*  Hasten,  an  attorney  of  New  York  City, 
and  a  member  of  the  Holland  Society  of  New  York;  John  Hathlas 
Hasten  of  Washington  City  who  was  connected  with  the  United 
States  Post  Office  for  more  than  than  forty  years;  J.  Gilmer 
Korner,  an  attorney  of  Washington  City  who  was  appointed  by 
President  Coolldge  in  1933  as  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of 
U*  S.  Tax  Appeals;  James  P*  Hasten  of  Coates ville,  Pennsylvania# 
his  sister  Hiss  Rhoda  Hasten,  Superintendent  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Coswald,  Delaware;  Mrs.  Alice  Mas  ten  Korner  of  {Coro¬ 
ners  ville,  North  Carlonla;  Mrs#  Blanche  Armfield  Pickens  of  High 
Point,  North  Carolina,  and  others. 

Arthur  H*  Hasten  wrote  that  he  had  learned  from  the  Old 
Dutch  Qhurch  Records  and  from  local  history  of  the  first  settling 
of  New  York,  that  John  Hasten,  an  Englishman, came  to  New  York 
from  Holland,  probably  as  a  soldier  in  the  Dutch  Service,  and 
settled  in  Flushing*  His  name  is  spelled  in  the  old  records  in 
many  ways.  His  name  appears  in  the  records  of  the  Old  Dutch 
Church  as  sponsor  for  two  children'1'  ohrlstlantd"  in  1844.  He  is 
named  one  of  the  Patentees  in  Govener  -Keith's  Patent  October  19, 
1645.  He  married  a  Dutch  woman  named  Dievertja  Jans.  They  had 
five  children,  named  John, Cornelius, Elisabeth,  Trange  and  Ezekiel 
John,  the  oldest  child  settled  in  Flushing,  and  appeared  to  have 
taken  the  name  of  Harston*  Cornelius  settled  in  Kingston,  Ulster 
County,  New  York,  and  took  the  name  Hasten.  He  was  married  there, 
in  1678.  He  had  two  sons  and  several  daughters.  His  oldest  son, 
Johannes,  was  baptised  there  Haroh  31,  1670* (?)  The  other  son, 
names  William,  appears  to  have  settled  in  Delaware.  Arthur  H. 
Hasten  said  that  he  had  traced  his  descent  to  Johannes* 

John  Uathiae  Masten  wrote  that  he  found  in  the  Congressional 
Library,  in  the  Records  of  the  Early  Settlers  of  Ulster  County, 
New  York,  by  Garrett  H.  Van  Wagraan,  published  in  New  York  Gen¬ 
ealogical  and  Biographical  Records,  Volume  XX,  the  Hasten  Family 
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reading  aa  follows 


’'John  Mas  ten  or  Mars  ten  was  an  Englishman,  who  probably 
came  to  this  country  as  a  soldier  in  the  Dutch  Service,  His 
name  appears  as  Mast,  Masto,  Hasten,  Mast  in.  Mas  ton  and 
Mars  ton.  His  ton, who  settled  in  Flush- ng, appeared  to  have 
adopted  the  name  of  .Aar a  ton,  while  Corne-ius,  who  settled  in 
Kingston,  took  the  name  Mas  ten.  February  8,  1644  John  Moste  , 

soldi er,  is  sponser  for  Jan,  Hnilh  of  Hannah  Backens . - He 

settled  in  Flushing  and  is  named  in  C-ovener  Keith’s  patent 
•'"Dutch)  October  10,  1645.

Some  time  after  I  became  inter  os  ted  in  t  h  e  family  history 
i  saw  in  a  newspaper  the  name  of  James  P.  Mae  ten,  Dover  Delaware 
I  iPad  1  earned  that  our  fore -parent , Math ics  Mas  ten,  his  brothers, 
John,  Phialp,  and  Htophen  and  sisters,  Elizabeth  ana  lar.y,  of 
■  horn  we  had  learned,  were  born  and  grown  to  manhood  and  woman¬ 
hood  in  Kent  County,  Delaware  I  wrot him  ad  asked  him  to  tell 
me  of  hiu  family  and  ancestors.  In  uue  time  I  received  i  reply 
from  him  and  his  sister,  M i * s  mode*.  Hasten.  They  said  they  had 
talked  with  the  older  ones 
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were  much  interested  in  our  research, 
rondence.

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home  of  James  P.’j  two  »isters,  Hhoda  and  Mary  at  Cos  wall,  Data¬ 
ware.  Miss  Hhoda  is  Superintendent  of  the  schools  at  0os.«aii. 
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From  there  Rhoda  went  with  them  to  Herrington  where  they  spent  a 
few  days  visiting  the  Mas  tens  and  relatives,  and  met  many  of  them. 
All  were  much  interested  in  his  work*  He  found  however  that  they 
knew  but  little  of  the  family  history  back  of  a  hundred  years,  so 
that  he  could  learn  from  them  but  little  more  of  the  early  history 
of  the  family  than  we  already  knew.  Hq  said  however,  he  secured 
copies  of  entries  in  old  Family  Bibles  and  from  inscriptions  on 
tombstones  in  Hollywood  Cemetery  in  Harrington  and  the  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church  Yard  in  Dover,  that  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance 
in  his  work  thereafter.  They  then  went  to  Dover  and  he  and  Rhoda 
spent  three  days  searching  through  the  Records  in  the  Office  of 
Register  of  Deeds  in  the  Court  House  and  made  a  roster  of  all 
warrants,  patents , deeds ,  wills, and  letters  of  administration  in 
which  the  Mas  ten  name  appears.  • 

In  his  will,  Mathias  Masten  names  his  wife,  Hester,  and 
eleven  children.  Hester  was  his  second  wife.  The  children  of  his 
first  wife  were  Elizabeth, John,  Mathias , Hanna,  and  Mary.  The 
names  of  Hester's  children  were  Rachel, Philip,  Sarah,  Stephen, 

Ruth,  and  Zachariah.  Hester's  children  were  young  when  their 
father  died.  Elizabeth, ‘John,  and  Mathias  had  been  living  in 
North  Carolina  about  fifteen  years.  Hannah  married  a  man  named 
Allen.  Mary  married  a  man  named  Wingate.  She  had  two  daughters. 

Her  family  moved  to  Washington,  Daviess  County,  Indiana  about  1838, 
where  she  died,  and  is  buried  in  the  old  Cemetery  at  that  place. 
After  their  raotner's  death  the  daughters  left  there,  and  we  have 
learned  no  more  of  them.  Of  Hester's  three  daughters  we  have 
learned  nothing  but  their  names.  Uncle  Eli  Masten  and  Mathias 

Mastentold  me  about  two  brothers,  Atwell  and  Daniel  Cane, 
and  some  sisters  named  McIntyre  who  visited  here  many  years  ago. 
They  were  first  cousins  to  Grandfather  John.  There  homes  were  in 
Delaware.  We  suppose  they  were  children  of  Hester^  daughters. 
Zaohariah,  the  youngest  child  of  Mathias  and  Hester,  died  in  1808, 
when  he  was  20  years  pld.  Philip,  the  oldest  son  of  Hester,  was 
born  November  2,  1779.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  second  wa®  with 
Great  Britain,  and  served  under  General  Jackson.  Philip  lived  for 
a  time  in  Chiilicothe,  Ohio.  Andrew  Jackson,  when  going  from  the 
Hermitage,  his  home  in  Tennessee,  to  Washington  to  be  Inaugurated 
President  of  the  United  States  in  1839, stopped  in  Chiilicothe 
and  spent  the  night  in  the  home  of  Philip  Masten.  A  great-grand¬ 
daughter  of  Philip  told  me  she  remembered  hearing  her  grandmother, 
Sarah  Masten  Martin,  tell  about  sitting  on  Andrew  Jackson's  knees, 
and  hearing  hin  tell  about  hia  Indian  Sampaigns.  In  1830,  Philip 
with  his  wife,  two  daughters  and  one  son  moved  to  Washington, 
Daviess  County,  Indiana  where  he  died  January  1,  1841.  Hq  is 
buried  in  the  Old  Cemetery  at  that  place.  Some  of  his  descendants 
stili  live  in  the  southwestern  part  of  Indiana.  Stephen,  the  other 
son  of  Hester  was  born  in  1785.  In  1838,  with  his  family,  he  mov¬ 
ed  from  Kent  County,  Delaware  to  Daviess  County,  Indiana.  Here 
he  engaged  in  flat-boating,  hauling  the  products  of  the  country 
down  the  rivers  to  New  Orleans,  While  on  one  of  these  trips  he 
died  on  the  boat  in  New  Orleans  of  cramp*oolic  (possibly  of  appen- 
dicites)  in  May  1843.  He  was  the  grandfather  of  John  M.  Maaten 
who  was  connected  with  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department 
for  more  than  forty  years. 


*  Five  pages  of  Warrants,  Deeds  ,  etc. 
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Elizabeth,  oldest  child  of  Mathias  Masten,  was  born  in  Kent 
County,  Delaware,  in  1758.  Ska  married  a  man  named  Griffin.  Ia 
lived  but  a  short  time  after.  She  married  Hiokard  Clampet  in  1778. 

Tke  next  year  tkey  went  to  North  Carolina  and  located  in  Guilford 
County,  near  Kernersville*  Tkey  kad  four  ckildren,  named  Jane  Elisa- 
betk,  Hiokard,  Dlnak  and  John.  Jane  Elizabetk  married  Niokolas 
Talley  in  1817.  Tkey  kad  eleven  ckildren.  Many  of  tkeir  descendants 
live  in  Forsytke  and  Guilford  Counties.  Rickard  Jr.  was  a  sdldier 
in  tke  War  of  1813  in  tke  3nd  Nortk  Carolina  Regiment.  He  never 
married.  He  beoame  wealtky  and  died  in  Raleigh  during  tke  war  be- 
tween  tke  States.  His  kelrs  never  knew  wkat  became  of  kls  estate. 
Jokn,  youngest  son  of  Elizabeth,  left  Carolina  wken  young  and  tke 
folks  back  tkere  never  knew  much  more  about  klm.  He  oame  to  Hendrloks 
County, Indiana  and  located  on  land  nortkwest  of  Stllesville.  Here 
he  reared  a  family  of  tkree  sons,  Albert,  Rickard  and  Jokn,  and  two 
daughters,  Pkoebe  and  Elisabeth.  Albert  married  Mary  Page.  Tkey  kad 
one  son,  Marcus,  born  March  23,  1850.  He  married  Mary  Whitlow.  They 
kad  tkree  ckildren,  Albert,  Henry  and  Minnie.  Albert  married  Imma 
Hollingsworth,  and  tkey  have  one  child,  Grace.  Tkey  live  in  Detroit, 
Michigan.  Henry  married  Blanch  Russel,  and  they  kad  two  boys, 
Christopher  and  John.  Minnie  married  George  McCloud  and  they  had 
three  children,  Mitchel,  Robert  and  Bernice.  Mltchel  married  Anna 
Maxwell, died  in  1930,  left  one  son  Paul  Robert,  born  in  1938. 

Richard  married  Catherine  Orth.  Tkey  kad  four  daughters,  Mary  ,  Anna, 
Frances,  and  Florence.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War  and  re- 
turned  home  her y  much  disabled.  A  few  years  later  ke  moved  to  Iowa« 
Phoebe  married  Ben  Tlnoher  .  Elizabeth  married  Lewis  West.  Tkey 
kad  two  children,  Rosa  and  Lee.  Lewis  West  died  in  Libby  Prison. 
Elizabeth  later  married  Marlon  Davidson  and  they  moved  to  Iowa. 

John  ,  the  youngest  child  of  this  family,  was  a  captain  in  the 
United  States  Army  and  was  stationed  on  the  Kansas  Border  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Kebelllon.  He  was  captured  by  the  rebels  but  esoap-* 
ed.  I  remember  hearing  him  tell  how  ke  escaped  and  swam  tke  Mies- 
lssippi  River  five  times  to  get  away  from  his  captors.  After  the 
war  he  oame  back  to  Hendricks  County  and  remained  a  few  years.  He 
left  here  and  lr  was  never  known  what  beoame  of  him.  He  told  hie 
sister  Elizabeth  he  was  going  back  to  the  army.  That  was  the  last 
his  folks  ever  saw  or  heard  of  him.  In  the  report  of  the  Custer 
Massaore  the  name  of  John  C.  Clampet  was  in  the  list  of  slain.  If 
it  were  this  Jokn  Clampet,  it  was  never  verified. 

Rickard  Clampet  Hr.  died  December  8,1830.  Elizabeth  married 
Ruben  Skields.  Ske  died  October  30,  1849,  aged  91  years.  She  and 
her  two  last  husbands  are  burled  in  tke  Old  Muddy  Creek  Graveyard, 
an  old  Friends  Graveyard  near  Kenersville,  Nortk  Carolina. 

John,  oldest  son  of  Mathias  Masten,  was  born  March  23,1761. 
Soon  after  the  close  of  the  War  for  American  Independence,  about 
1785,  ke  and  his  younger  brother,  Mathias,  left  Dealware  and  start¬ 
ed  south  in  search  of  warmer  country.  Tkey  stopped  in  Wachovia, 

Nortk  Carolina,  three  miles  east  of  the  Old  German  Moravian  settle¬ 
ment,  Salem.  They  bought  land  of  the  Moravians.  John’s  land  lay  on 
the  high  land  on  the  nortk  side  of  a  large  basin  of  swamp  land

known  as  the  bottom  land  along  the  Middle  Fork  of  Muddy  Creek,  call¬ 
ed  the  Wach.  Mathias1  land  lay  on  the  south  aide  of  the  bottom  land. 
They  built  them  a  log  house  on  John's  land,  a  short  distance  back 
from  and  well  to  the  west  end  of  the  bottom  land,  and  began  the 
work  of  making  their  farms.  Soon  after  they  came  here  they  were  rob*- 
bed  of  everything  they  had;  food,  clothing,  bedding  and  all.  About 
two  years  after  they  came  here  John  was  united  in  marrage  with 
Elizabeth  Stanley,  daughter  of  Ruben  Stanley.  This  union  waa  bless- 
ed  with  six  children,  Mary,  Rhoda,  Mathias,  William,  Joseph  and 
Matilda.  In  the  fall  of  1789  John  bought  of  Fred  William  Marshall 
106  acres  of  the  bottom  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  creek  joining 
his  other  land  for  85  pounds  and  8  shillings.  Mathias  bought  of  the 
same  man  29^  acres  on  the  south  side  of  the  creek  joining  his  other 
land  for  30  pounds.  All  this  land  which  was  now  owned  by  the  brothers 
was  continuously  in  the  posession  of  the  hasten  Family  until  1933 
when  the  bottom  land  and  some  of  the  surrounding  high  land  was  sold 
to  the  city  of  Winston-Salem.  A  concrete  dam  about  100  feet  long 
and  26  feet  high  was  ereoted  across  the  lower  end  making  of  this 
bottom  land  an  artificial  lake  covering  about  300  acres  from  which 
the  city  derives  its  water  supply.  James  R.  Masten  told  me  that 
for  many  years, more  than  2000  acres  lying  east  of  Winston-Salem  all 
belonged  to  the  Masten  Family.  Henry  Masten  told  me,  in  June  1933, 
that  more  than  1500  acres  now  belongs  to  decendents  of  John  and 
Mathias  Masten.

Mathiae,  the  younger  one  of  the  brothers  who  went  from  Dela¬ 
ware  to  North  Carolina,  was  born  in  Kent  County,  Delaware,  March 
9,  1765.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent  on  his  father’s  farm.  When 
Washington  with  his  army  was  going  down  aoross  the  country  to  at¬ 
tack  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  Mathias  joined  the  army  and  fought  in 
the  bhttle  of  Yorktown  in  October  1781  when  he  was  but  18  years  Old* 
He  told  his  grandchildren  about  pioking  a  spent  ball  out  of  his 
captain’s  breast  with  his  pocket  knife.  Mathias  was  but  a  youth 
when  he  went  to  Carolina  and  lived  with  his  brother  several  years. 
December  9,  1794,  when  he  was  near  30  years  old,  he  was  married  to 
Sarah  Stanley,  a  sister  of  Elizabeth,  John’s  wife.  He  was  ten  years 
her  senior.  He  built  them  a  home  near  the  edge  of  the  swamp  land, 
well  to  the  west  end, on  the  lower  part  of  a  long  slope  that  extends 
baok  to  the  south  several  hundred  yards.  This  is  now  owned  by  the 
city  of  Winston-Salem  and  has  been  lying  idle  for  several  years. 

It  is  covered  with  a  growth  of  grass,  briers,  grapevines  and  shrub¬ 
bery  of  various  kinds. 

We  searched  the  records  of  the  Moravian  Land  Office  in 
Winston-Salem  and  other  offices  but  failed  to  find  any  records 
giving  the  date,  number  of  acres  and  price  paid,  of  the  first  pur¬ 
chase  of  John  and  Mathias  Masten. 

1  The  ninth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
ninety  nine,  Mathias  maiten  bought  of  Frederic  William 
Marshall  that  part  of  the  Bottom  Land  lying  between  the  creek 
and  his  other  land.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  deed  re¬ 
ceived  by  him  for  the  land.1 

In  a  letter,  dated  November  14,  1843,  written  by  him  to 
his  oldest  son,  Darius,  at  Salem,  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina, 
he  tells  of  some  of  the  trials  and  hardships  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Indiana. 
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State  of  Indiana, Hendrioks  County, 
Not amber  14,  1842. 


I  raoeired  a  letter  from  thee  on  the  10th  of  tkia  month 

dated  July  17,  1843#  which  is  the  first  j  have  had  for  a  long  time. 

I  have  written  to  thee  both  by  private  and  by  mail  but  it  seem* 
thee  could  not  have  gotten  them. I  have  been  low  and  am  so  yet  so 
that  I  can  hardly  ait  to  write.  Thy  mother  is  scarcely  able  to  get 

about.  Charlotte  and  David  are  both  well- -  Stephen  Mae ten  died 

l&st  May  and  he  is  the  last  of  my  stepmother's  children.  His  son 
Mathias  came  to  visit  this  fall  and  my  sister  Mary  was  then  living. 

We  had  a  good  season  here  for  cropping.  Wheat  was  good, 
also  the  oats.  My  oats  were  from  six  to  seven  feet  high  and  stood 
up  well,  but  the  wheat  was  much  tangled  •  We  have  a  great  mast  both 

of  betfoh  and  oak,  and  hogs  are  full  and  fat.  I  have  twenty  hogs 

that  1  want  to  sell  but  the  highest  price  that  I  am  offered  is  one 
dollar  and  twentyfive  cents,  and  that  in  script,  good  on  Illinois 
and  that  is  fifty  cents  below  par  so  it  is  but  sixty  two  and  a  half 
cents  per  hundred.  Wheat  is  worth  twenty  five  cents  per  bushel  and 
corn  ten  cents  and  everything  else  is  low  accordingly  — — —  Fruit 
is  plentiful. I  had  peaches  a  plenty  and  apples  that  is  of  much  better 
sort  than  I  had  there.  I  have  four  kinds  of  plums  among  which  are 
the  German  plums.  It  grows  as  large  as  a  peach  and  the  best  thee 
ever  saw.  Also  two  kinds  of  grapes, — - —  The  first  week  in  this  month 
was  so  warm  that  one  could  scarcely  wear  their  clothes  but  on  the 
2th  there  fell  a  snow  about  shoe  deep  and  on  the  11th  about  as  much 
more  and  it  has  been  cloudy  ever  since  so  that  it  is  melting  but 
little. 

David  and  I  have  lost  about  two  hundred  dollars  in  actual 
cash  for  property  sold.  Some  run  away  some  take  insolvent  oaths  and 
some  have  taken  the  bankruptcy  law.  I  sold  a  good  dehl  of  honey  at 
six  and  three  fourths  cents  a  pound.  Two  men  wanted  trust  for  a  day 
or  two  and  now  I  oan't  get  that,  also  the  same  men  bought  a  good 
chance  of  bacon  and  paid  me  nothing,  but  that  is  gone.  But  the  hogs 
I  sold  two  years  aro  I  expect  to  get  paid  for  some  time  for  I  got 
a  note  of  William  fiavworth  and  I  think  he  is  honest.  But  the  law  is 
so  here  that  you  can't  collect  money  but  must  take  property  at  two 
thirds  its  value  or  wait  till  they  pay.  Hezekiah  Johnson  bought  a 
lot  in  Stilesville  and  I  traded  for  the  note  and  when  I  sav  pay, he 
is  lust  like  the  rest-  here  is  the  property  take  it.  But  I  think  it 
won't  always  be  the  law. 

Most  of  our  storekeepers  are  all  broken  up,  most  of  our 
trading  men  and  a  great  many  more.  All  the  cry  is  money  and  it  can't 
be  had.  There  are  but  two  stores  in  this  county  except  little  petty 
ones.  This  summer  has  been  very  hot  but  not  like  last  summer.  We  had 
light  showers  to  make  corn.  I  should  guess  that  we  shall  not  have 
less  than  700  or  800  bushels  this  summer. 

I  must  conclude  for  I  have  been  two  days  writing  this. 

I  don't  know  when  j  shall  write  again.  I  don't  know  when  this  will 
be  mailed. 

Mathias  Masten 


Address  Darius  Masten,  Joseph  Bodenhammer, 
Salem,  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina. 
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Here  Mathias  and  Sarah  Hasten  lived  for  thirty  seven 
years  and  roared  a  family  of  nine  ohildren,  all  of  whom  lived  to 
be  men  and  women  except  one  son,  Mathias,  who  died  July  20,  1820. 
at  the  age  of  10  years,  8  months,  and  33  days.  In  1833,  with  his 
wife  and  youngest  children,  Charlotte  and  David,  left  his  home 
here  and  moved  to  Daviess  County,  Indiana.  His  sister,  Mary  Win¬ 
gate,  and  two  brothers,  Philip  and  Stephen,  with  their  families, 
came  to  Daviess  County  about  the  same  time.  He  remained  here  one 
year  then  came  to  Hendricks  County  and  located  onland  just  south 
of  where  Coatesville  now  is,  which  he  had  entered  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  He  lived  here  the  rest  of  his  long  life.  The  old  home  place 
is  now  ocoupied  by  the  Coatesville  Cemetery.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Friends  Church,  a  devoted  Christian  man  of  strong  mind  and  firm 
character  and  good  education.  He  must  have  been  a  man  of  remarkable 
physicial  constitution  to  have  endured  the  trials  and  hardships 
that  were  the  lot  of  the  early  pioneer.  In  a  letter  dated  November 
14,  1843  written  by  him  to  his  oldest  son,  Darius,  at  Salem,  Stokes 
County,  North  Carolina,  he  tells  of  some  of  the  trials  and  hardships 
of  the  early  settlers  of  Indiana.  See  above  letter) 

Mathias  Masten  Jr.,  son  of  Mathias  Masten  Sr.,  and  his 
first  wife,  was  born  in  Kent  County,  Delaware,  March  9,1765,  one 
of  a  family  of  eleven  children,  all  of  whom  lived  to  be  men  and 
women.  A  soldier  in  Washington^  Army,  he  fought  in  the  battle  of 
Yorktown  in, October  1781,  the  decisive  battle  of  the  war  for  Amer¬ 
ican  Independence,  when  he  was  sixteen  years  old*  When  twenty  years 
old  he  left  Delaware  and  started  south  in  searoh  of  a  warmer  country. 
(Probably  walking  or  on  horseback,  through  a  wild  and  partly  un¬ 
broken  country.)  He  stopped  in  Wachovia,  North  Carolina,  bought  land 
of  the  Moravians  and  made  a  farm.  On  December  9,1794,  when  he  was 
29  years  and  8  months  old,  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Stanley,  daughter 
of  Reuben  Stanley.  She  was  18  years,  5  months,  and  18  days  old  when 
married.  He  built  them  a  home  and  they  lived  in  it  37  years  and 
reared  a  family  of  nine  children,  all  of  whom  lived  to  be  men  and 
women  except  one  son.  In  1833  they  left  this  home  and  came  to  Ind¬ 
iana,  first  to  Daviess  County,  then  to  Hendrioks.  It  was  said  that 
he  left  Carolina  on  account  of  slavery.  He  died  in  Hendrioks  County 
on  November  9,  1856,  at  the  age  of  91  years  and  8  months.  Sarah 
Stanley  Masten  was  born  in  Surrey  County,  North  Carolina,  June  27, 
1775,  and  died  in  Hendrioks  County  December  15,  1862  at  the  age  of 
87  yeare,  5  months,  and  18  days.  They  lived  together  61  years  and 
11  months*  Their  bodies  were  laid  to  rest  back  in  the  orchard  on 
the  old  home  farm.  Their  graves  were  marked  with  suitable  tomb¬ 
stones  at  the  time,  but  in  after  years  these  were  broken  by  accident. 
In  1935  their  desoendents  had  placed  on  their  graves  a  substantial 
monument  with  appropriate  inscriptions  thereon  that  will  tell  future 
generations  when  their  fore-parents  lived  and  died,  and  that  their 
fore-father  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  for  American  Independence. 

Thus  we  have  a  short  sketch  of  the  life  of  Mathias  Masten  , 
one  of  the  pioneers  of  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina,  and  Hendrioks 
County,  Indiana* 

We  are  sorry  we  could  not  learn  more  of  our  Great  Grand¬ 
father.  An  account  of  his  travels  from  Delaware  to  North  Carolina, 
and  from  North  Carolina  to  Indiana  would  certainly  be  interesting 
reading.  But  it  is  too  late. 
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Mathias  Mas  ton  Jr.  was  of  the  sixth  generation,  descended 
from  Jokn  Mas ten,  tke  Dutch  Soldier,  who  oame  to  America  from 
Holland  about  1840*  His  children  are  of  the  seventh  generation. 

He  was  the  father  of  nine  children,  six  sons  and  three  daughters. 
Their  names  were  Darius,  Mary,  John,  Hezekiah,  Reuben  S«,  Sarah, 
Mathias,  Charlotte  and  David*  Hezekiah,  born  May  8,  1801  was  engage 
edto  be  married  and  was  building  his  house.  The  lady  to  whom  he  was 
engaged  to  be  married  was  stricken  with  typhoid  fever.  He  went  to 
help  care  for  her  and  contracted  the  disease  and  died  November  4, 
1823.  Mathias,  born  October  11,  1809  died  July,  1820.  Charlotte, 
born  June  1,  1813  oame  to  Indiana  with  her  parents  when  20  years  old* 
She  married  Morgan  Johnson  when  about  40  years  old,  died  February 
4,  1889.  She  left  no  children. 

Darius,  the  oldest  child  of  Mathias  and  Sarah  Hasten  was 
born  September  31,  1795.  He  first  married  Phoeba  8tanley,  a  first 
cousin.  They  had  one  child.  The  mother  died  when  the  child  was  young* 
The  child  died  soon  aft er*  Through  the  child  Darius  inherited  and 
beoame  the  owner  of  slaves.  It  was  said  that  that  was  why  he  did 
not  come  to  Indiana  when  the  others  of  the  family  came*  He  would 
not  sell  his  slaves  and  oould  not  free  them  nor  bring  them  with  him* 
He  never  bought  nor  sold  a  slave,  but  kept  them  till  they  were  freed 
by  Linooln9s  froolamatlon.  He  was  the  only  one  of  Mathias1  descend¬ 
ants  who  ever  owned  a  slave.  Darius  and  Mary  Fair  were  married  Feb¬ 
ruary  6,  1821.  They  lived  near  the  old  home  place  of  his  father* 

They  were  the  parents  of  six  sons  and  two  daughters.  Four  of  these 

died  young.  John  F*>  born  April  17,  1833  died  March .1825; Malvina, 

born  January  11,  1829  died  in  infancy;  Dorothy,  born  February  8,1330 
died  July  27,  1848;  and  Henry,  born  July  37,  1839  died  October  31, 
1849.  The  other  children^  names  were  Mathias,  Hezekiah,  Robert  and 
Darius  Alexander.  Darius  Hasten  died  January  1,  18§8.  He  was  burled 
in  the  Mas ten  or  Middle  Fork  Burial  Grounds*  Mary  Fair  Hasten  was 
born  May  5,  1795  and  died  July  8,  1873.  She  and  her  daughter  are 
buried  in  the  Crews  Grave  Yard. 

Mathias,  oldest  child  of  Darius  and  Mary  Hasten  was  born 
December  3,  1821.  He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  widely  known 
men  in  that  part  of  North  Carolina.  In  polltios  he  was  a  Republican 
and  an  ardent  Union  supporter.  He  was  never  defeated  for  office.  He 
was  elected  Sheriff  of  Forsythe  County  in  1862,  and  was  reelected 
for  five  consecutive  terms  •  He  was  serving  his  twelfth  year  as 
sheriff  when  he  died  at  two  o9olooh  A.M.*  Thursday,  February  37,1873* 
He  was  Colonel  of  the  Home  Guard  Regulars  before  the  war.*  When  per¬ 
mitted  no  longer  to  muster  hie  Regiment  under  the  Stare  and  Stripes, 
he  took  the  Old  Flag  to  his  home  where  it  was  cherished  and  revered 
as  a  relic  of  the  Revmlution.  It  was  the  shrine  at  which  many  a 
patriotic  tear  was  shed.  During  the  four  years  of  horrid  war  to 
destroy  the  Union,  his  home  was  the  resort  of  Patriotic  Unionists 
who  revered  the  Flag  of  their  oountry.  He  was  one  of  a  committee  of 
five  Southern  Unionists  who  at  the  risk  of  being  sent  to  Castle 
Thunder,  or  some  other  Castle,  opened  a  correspondence  with  leading 
men  in  other  parts  of  the  State  with  the  view  of  testing  public 
sentiment  by  petition  and  thereby  Induce  the  Governor  with  the  Legis¬ 
lature  to  call  a  state  convention  to  relieve  North  Carolina  from 
the  dire  ruin  secession  had  precipitated  on  the  oountry.  In  the 
death  of  Mathias  Hasten,  Forsythe  County  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of 
her  most  gifted  cone.  Self  made  and  without  the  advantage  of  a  lib¬ 
eral  eduoatlon,  but  poeeeeing  great  acuteness  of  intellect  and

David  was  born  May  3,  1968  and 
died  Febiuary  5,  1869.  Catherine  Mas  tan  was  born  April  4,  1825  ? 
and  lieu  June  21,  1893. 


John  Henry,  born  November  2,  1648  married  Martha  Ann 
Tise.  He  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  in  Winstom-  Salem. 
They  were  the  parents  of  six  children.  Mathias,  born  August  1, 

1873;  Ida,  Horn  September  16,  1875,  lied  October  3,  1878  ;  Jacob, 
born  October  15,  1877,  died  June  3,  1879;  Arthur,  born  July  6, 

1873  died  April  15,  1882;  Edrar,  born  February  16,  1883  died 
April  8,  1883;  Harry  Purl,  born  June  27,  1884  lied  October  7,  1917. 
J°hn  Henry  Maw  ten  lied  April  6,  1885.  Ho  and  his  wife  and  six 
children  are  buried  in  a  private  plot  in  Salem  Cemetery.  Mathiaa, 
onlv  child  of  John  Henry  who  lived  to  have  a  family  married  Marion 
Lewis. Their  children  are  Lucy,  born  January  13,1893;  Ida  Louise, 
born  August  8,  1894;  Alice  Victoria,  born  June  2,  1896;  Marion, 
born  June'  30,  1898;  John  Henry,  born  September  39,  1899  and  Marg¬ 
aret  Pauline,  born  July  5,  1904.

uary  11,  1891.  Mary  Kate  married  Charles  L.  Creech.  Their  children

Mary  Kate,  born  April  7,  1910;  and  John  Spach,  born  July  11,  1914. 

William  H.  Spach  married  EValyn  Tome.  Their  children  are  Lucy 
Elizabeth,  born  in  1923:  Mary  Evalyn,  born  in  1924;  William  H.  Jr., 
born  July  4,  1925;  and  Susie  born  July  25,  1936.  J8frn  C.  Spach 
died  March  31,  1923.  He  was  owner  and  manager  of  the  South  Side 
Furniture  Factory  and  South  Side  Wagon  Factory  located  between 
Waughtown  Street  and  Sprague  Street,  and  now  owned  by  his  son, 
William  H.  Spach  and  son-in-law  Charles  L.  Creech. 

Millard  F •  •  to°n  of  Mathias  ani  Catherine,  was  born  Oct¬ 
ober  17,  1853.  October  5,  1075  he  and  Josephine  Tucker  were  mar¬ 
ried.  They  had  three  sons:  Henry  William,  born  September  36,1878: 
Edmond  Tucker  born  September  34,  1878,  died  January  14,1914;  and 
Tommy  born  September  2,  1880,  died  September  28,  1880.  The  mother 
died  November  30,  1880.  Millard  married  Lena  Lindsay  December  10, 
1890.  They  had  one  daughter,  Lydia  Katherine,  born  September  10, 
1894.  Lena  Lindsay  Masten  died  May  2,  1923.  In  August  1922  Millard 
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and  Janes  R.  Masten  visited  their  relatives  in  Indiana.  While  here 
he  was  taken  aiok  but  as  soon  as  he  was  able  they  returned  home  to 
Wins torn-Salem  where  he  died  October  34,  1933.  He  and  his  wives  are 
buried  in  Salem  Moravian  Graveyard.  Millard,  like  his  father,  was 
much  interested  in  public  affairs,  was  an  active  politician  and  a 
firm  believer  in  the  principles  of  the  Republican  Party.  Henry  W* 
Mas  ten  and  Florence  Eugenia  Stockton  were  married  June  15,  1910. 

They  live  in  Ardmore.,  Wins ton*Salem.  He  is  one  of  the  active  work¬ 
ers  in  the  Republican  Party  of  Forsythe  County,  and  was  twice  elect¬ 
ed  Register  of  Deeds  in  the  County.  He  is  now  engsged  in  the  auto¬ 
mobile  business  and  is  distributer  of  the  Nash  machine  in  North  Car¬ 
olina.  He  and  his  wife  are  both  active  workers  in  Horae  Moravian 
Church.  Lydia  Kate,  daughter  of  Millard,  and  James  H.  Barnes  were 
married  January  6,  1923.  They  had  two  children,  a  daughter  born  Dec¬ 
ember  7,  1933  who  died  in  infancy,  and  Anna  Kathaline,  born  Novem¬ 
ber  12,  1923.  They  lived  at  2434  North  Liberty  Street,  Winston- 
Salem.  Kate  died  June  1,  1939.  She  is  buried  in  Salem  Graveyard. 

Polly  Alice,  daughter  of  Mathias  Masten  was  born  March 
33,  1858.  She  married  Jules  Gilmer  Korner  October  14,  1886.  They 
have  two  children,  Jules  Gilmer  Jr.  and  Allie  Doree.  They  lived  in 
Korners  Folly,  Kernersville.  Jules  Gilmer  Jr.  was  born  July  24,1887* 
He  enlisted  in  the  U.S.N.  June  1,  1917  at  Newport,  R.I.  from  Ker- 
nersville.  North  Carolina  as  Seaman  2nd  Class,  was  commissioned  an 
Ensign  September  9,  1918,  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  June  1919.  He 
made  two  trips  to  South  America  in  April,  May  and  June,  1918.  He 
was  released  from  active  duty  September  25,  1919.  He  is  now  an  at¬ 
torney  in  Washington.  He  and  Susan  Brown  were  married  October  3, 
1917.  Their  son,  Jules  Gilmer  III  **8  born  July  29,  1932.  Their 
home  is  in  Washington.  In  1934  he  was  appointed  by  President  Cool- 
idge  a  member  of  the  United  States  Board  of  Tax  Appeals,  was  the 
youngest  member  of  the  board,  and  was  reappointed  in  1936.  Allie 
Doree  Korner  was  born  September  9,  1889,  married  Drewry  Lanier 
Donnel  October  12,  1916.  Their  children  are  Drewry  Lanier  Jr., 
born  June  30,  1919.  Polly  Doree,  born  Auguet  14,  1933.  Their  home 
is  on  a  farm  one  half  mile  south  of  Oak  Ridge,  Guilford  County.

He  is  buried  in  a  private  lot  in  the  Moravian  Graveyard 
at  Kerners ville .  Jules  G.  Korner  was  a  notfcd  artist  and  was  the 
originator  of  the  original  advertising  sign  of  the  Bull  Durham 
Tobacco  Company.  He  painted  the  original  sign. 

Parthenia  Victoria,  youngest  daughter  of  Mathias  Masten, 
was  born  March  18*  1860,  married  Samuel  L.  Spaoh  November  17,  1887. 

Their  oldest  child,  Anna  Lee  was  born  September  7,  188 _ ,  died 

November  11,  1892,  Lillian  Gertrude, born  June  33,  1892, Catherine 
Doree,  born  March  16,  1895,  and  Julius  Christian,  born  August  1, 
1899.  Samuel  L.  Spaoh  is  owner  of  the  South  Side  Flour  and  Feed 
Mills  situated  between  Waughtown  and  Sprague  Streets.  They  live  at 
409  Sprague  Street,  Winston-Salem.  Lillian  Gertrude  Spach  and 
William  Nicholas  Dalton  were  married  June  18,  1913.  They  live  at 
419  Sprague  Street.  Their  children  are  William  Nicholas  Jr.,  born 
September  6,  1916;  Samuel  Spaoh  born  January  30,  1919;  Rufus  Masteh 
born  March  9,  1930;  and  Lillian’s  husband.  Dr.  Dalton  has  been  cor¬ 
ner  of  Forsythe  County  for  several  years.  Catherine  Doree  Spaoh 
and  Zachariah  Taylor  Bynum  were  married  October  19,1918.  Their 
children  are  Zachariah  Taylor  Jr.,  born  September  6,  1923,  and 
Larkin  Spaoh  born  December  14,  1933.  Julian  C.  Spaoh  an!  Margaret 
Elizabeth  Stockton  were  married  March  1,1923.  Their  children  are 
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Julian  C.  Jr.,  born  December  31,  1923,  and  Madison  Stockton,  born 
November  10,  1933.  Julian  Spaoh  was  a  soldier  In  the  World  War. 

Hezekiah,  son  of  Darius  and  Mary  Fair  Masten,  waa  born 
March  8,  1835.  He  and  Sarah  Whisker  were  married  December  8,  1843. 
They  had  three  children,  Augusta,  Dariua  and  Jamea  Robert.  Heze¬ 
kiah  died  March  37,  1859  leaving  the  mother  with  three  small  child¬ 
ren  to  care  for.  He  ia  buried  in  the  Middle  Fork  Burial  Ground*. 
Sarah  Whicker  Maaten  waa  born  March  37,  1833  and  died  January  28, 
1897.  She  is  buried  in  Saint  Delight*  Graveyard.  Augusta  Maaten  waa 
born  May  29,  1848,  married  Mahlon  Charles,  and  died  December  26, 

1912.  She  and  her  husband  are  hurried  in  the  Friendship  Missionary 
Baptist  Churoh  Graveyard,  in  the  country  south  of  Winston-Salem. 

They  had  one  son,  Robert  M.  born  May  27,  1873.  He  Married  Betty 
Teague.  They  had  two  children;  Carver  born  October  30,  1897,  died

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John,  second  eon  of  Mathias  and  Sarah  Maeten,  was  born 
April  3,  1799.  In  1819  he  and  Sarah  Cosnsr,  daughter  of  John  and 
Abigail  Coener,  were  married.  They  lived  for  thirteen  years  five 
miles  east  of  Wine ton-Salem,  a  short  distance  north  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  and  Kernereville  Hoad,  In  1832  he,  Anthony  Coener  and  Fred¬ 
eric  Whicker,  with  their  families,  left  North  Carolina  and  came 
to  Wayne  County,  Indiana*  Nathan  Pike,  an  uncle  of  Anthony  Coener, 
and  sisters  had  come  from  North  Carolina  to  Wayne  County  a  few 
years  before*  The  Whicker  Tramily  came  on  to  Hendricks  County.  The 
Coener  Family  remained  in  Wayne  County  three  years*  John  Masten, 
with  his  family,  remained  in  Wayne  County  one  year  and  raised  a 
crop,  then  came  on  to  Hendricks  County*  The  family  then  consisted 
of  the  father,  mother  and  seven  children.  They  settled  in  the  woods 
on  the  Middle  Fork  of  Mill  Creek  one  mile  south  of  where  Amo  now  is* 
on  land  he  had  entered  from  the  Government.  He  built  a  log  house 
in  which  they  lived  four  years.  They  had  to  build  a  fire  at  night 
in  front  of  the  door  to  keep  the  wolves  out.  John  and  Abigail  Cos- 
ner  and  their  other  children  and  their  families  came  from  North 
Carolina  to  Hendricks  County  a  few  years  before.  In  1837  he  built 
the  brick  house  in  which  they  lived  30  years  and  reared  a  family 
of  eleven  children,  nine  boys  and  two  girls,  all  of  whom  lived  to 
be  men  and  women.  Three  children  died  young.  In  1867  he  built  a 
house  near  Amo,  on  the  old  Cosner  Fara,  which  he  then  owned,  and 
moved  to  it-,  where  he  died  January  35,  1871  at  the  age  of  71  years, 

9  months,  and  23  days. He  said  he  was  going  to  move  to  town  and  quit 
hard  work,  but  he  could  not  do  it.  Neighbors  said  the  fall  before 
he  died,  he  would  go  down  to  his  lower  farm  to  gather  corn  and 
have  to  wait  for  it  to  get  light  enough  to  see  before  he  could 
commence  to  work.  Sarah  Mas  ten  was  born  January  21,  1801,  and  died  1 
April  38,  1891  at  the  age  of  90  years,  3  months  and  7  days.  They 
are  buried  in  the  Mas  ten  Cemetery,  on  the  old  Cosner  Farm,  near 
Amo.  When  this  cemetery  was  started  by  John  Masten  it  was  intended 
to  be  a  Family  Burial  Grounds.  The  first  person  buried  there  was 
a  son,  Reuben,  aged  21  years  and  3  months,  a  Union  Soldier  who 
died  in  Indianapolis  July  33,  1863. 

John  Masten  was  a  hard  working,  industrious  and  successful 
farmer  and  a  good  business  man,  and  succeeded  in  accumulating  Con¬ 
siderable  property. 

His  children  were  of  the  eighth  generation.  Emanuel,  Mary 
Frances,  David,  Hannah,  Joh»,  Phoeba,  William,  Mathias,  Cyrus,  Ely, 
Corry,  Sarah  Jane,  Reuben,  and  Nathan.  Thre  of  the  children  died 
young.  Phoeba,  born  September  22,  1829,  died  of  hemorrhage  of  the 
nose,  March  27,  1839.  Corry,  born  February  3,  1839,  died  March  3, 
1899*  Sarah  Jane,  born  March  13,  1840,  died  August  9,1841.  Mary 
Frances  was  born  June  1,  1823,  married  Edward  Jurd,June  15,  1856, 
went  to  Missouri  soon  after  and  died  there  in  1857.  Reuben,  next 
to  the  youngest  child,  was  born  May  33,  1843.  He  enlisted  in  Comp¬ 
any  B,  117  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers  in  the  spring  of  1863.  While 
yet  in  camp  at  Indianapolis  he  was  drowned  trying  to  save  the  life 
of  a  oompade.

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5  rowing  and  for  many  years  was  engeged  In  the  nursery  business. 

They  had  six 
children,  Phoeba  Ellen,  Sara  Jane, Martha  Ann, Oliver  Crowell,  born 
March  9,  1857,  died  July  17,  1863,  Laura  Alice,  born  March  13,  1859, 
died  July  7,  1863,  and  Barbara  Elizabeth.  The  young  wife  and  mother 
died  April  8,  1861  *t  the  age  of  39  years,  8  months,  and  23  days  , 
leaving  the  father  to  care  for  the  little  ones.  The  mother  and  two 
little  ones  are  buried  in  the  Cemetery  at  Stilesville.  Emanuel  died 
March  2,  1895*  He  is  buried  in  the  Masten  Cemetery  near  Amo.
